Wireless for the Blind.

To 
while away the tedium of lives ruled by darkness, to bring to the 
very homes of the afflicted ones a ready means for entertainment, 
s0 that their life-burden may be lightened—these are purposes 
for which the kindly of all creeds, and assuredly not least Jo, will 
readily give what aid they can. 


The Remuneration of Ministers. 


THe letter which appears in another column from an anonyimous 
correspondent, was written by a gentleman whose experience in 


respect to the mciter is probably unique, and certainly not exceeded 
anywhere, and whose ecarnestness and devotion to the cause of the 
Ministers are unchallengeable. And we have little doubt of the 
sympathy his letter will evoke. For it surely is not ¢asy to feel 
otherwise than: sympathetic with men whose lives are devoted 
to the service of Judaism and of their fellow-Jews, who hence at 
best can earn but a competence, whose days, throughout, ave days of 
anxiety and labour, largely of sorrow and sadness. And especially 
so when they have those lives constantly overshadowed, as is the 
case with so many, with the ever-threatening trouble of poverty, 
and all that there is thereby implied. There are good Ministers, 
and there are Ministers not so good. There is scarcely one, however, 


who in the natural order of things is built with a disposition 


that enables him to regard the average position of those of lis califog 
with serenity. There is not one who is not so good as to deserve a 
better life-fate. The real question that our correspondent raiscs wrth 
so much eloquence, and with unerring force, is, however, the more 
practical one —what can be done? All that he pleads may be conceded 
him. There still remains the teasing problein of how to deal with 
a very difficult and complex question. It is one that has nuinberless 
facets. There is the dearth of those wishing to enter the Ministry 
at all, and there is dire scarcity of those who can fill ministerial 
positions with the influence and authority that alone can secure 
them success in their vocation. Congregations are poor and unable 
to pay adequate salaries, or, at least—it comes to the same thing— 
they are comprised of members who, with means at their disposal, 
refuse to part with them so as to secure to Ministers suilicient 
remuneration. And between these two points there is stavicd 
a vicious circle of sheer incompetence at the one end, 
and utter indifference at the other; the Minister unfitted to 
carry on his work and the congregation unwilling to pay a 
man who is fitted. Or, of a Minister bravely doing his duty: om a 
mere pittance, haunted by the fear of penury, and the members of a 
congregation exploiting his position to feed their vanity and their 
self-importance. There is no need for further description—the 
whole state of affairs is unsatisfactory, and it is not going to be 
remedied by a mere patch here, or a mere darn there. Our corre- 
spondent is right when he says that the whole subject should come 


up for review, and we have no hesitation in saying that it will not 


be settled until Ministers are paid either entirely, or for the most 
part from a central: fund, and until there is a grouping of the 
smaller congregations, which will avoid men being employed at 
piteous salaries for onerous and difficult work, that to be done 
satisfactorily involves years of preparation and study, when no 
earning can be made,

feels intensely. 


And that Dr. Hertz does so there is litthe question. He has had 
an American experience. There he has seen what “ Liberal” 
Judaism, as we call it here (or Reform Judaism, as they call it 
there) has come to and has brought with it the Children of Israel 
it has infected. They vainly set out to tread the new paths without 
taking care that the soil of which the paths were constructed, and 
the way in which they were built, were such as were hallowed to 
Jews by centuries of trial that have never failed us. But in 
assigning our blame or marking our condemnation let us be just 
and ask ourselyes whether and to what extent rigid Orthodoxy — 
Judaism of the stagnant pool rather than of the living waters—does 
not call for blame and condemnation as an originating cause. 
New Paths? Certainly; but the material out of which the paths 
are made—that is if the new paths are not to be vain, illusive, 
disastrous, must be Jewish in the best and truest sense of 
that, alas! ever so much abused word. This has been 
far otherwise with American “Reform” Judaism. There 
someone has recently written: “Judaism has taken on an 
entirely new form. It has clothed itself in a most grotesque 
garment—a garment which has many fringes but little sub- 
stance and form. It may still serve as an outer vesture ; but it 
is insufficient to keep the soul warm.” Or again, the same writer 
explains that he does not mean to imply that the Jew in America 
has grown atheistic or éven agnostic. “The Jew here,” he says, 
“has not become atheistic, but has grown cold and indifferent to 
his religion. He dves not deny his God, but he has transferred his 
religious zeal and energy to otherchannels. Outwardly he still lays 
claim to his faith of old ; he still erects, in truth more than ever, 
beautiful Temples of worship. He still adheres to some religious 
ceremonies and traditions, but these Temples as we know are 
deserted, The religious ceremonies have become sterotyped forms, 
neither Temple nor ceremony are invested with the warmth of life.” 
He declares that “Reform” Judaism sought to remedy the Jewish 
condition “merely by giving Judaism a modern appearance .. . 
a more polished aspect . . . more decorum, more beauty in the 
services . . . but while these innovations have given Judaism a 
more attractive appearance, they have not at all touched its 
heart. . . Religious cosmetics can only produce the effects 
that other cosmetics do,” he says, “they can make things appear 
more attractive, but they cannot inject freshness and vigour 
and vitality.” And he might have gone on to say what is 
palpable to those who know American Reform Judaism (which is 
“Liberal” Judaism in excelsis), that this titivating of the old 
faith, this lipstick and rouge-pot religion has, as a main effect, 
made Judaism there appear to be disreputable. It has accentuated 
the wrinkles. It has brought into relief the scragginess. It has 
shown up the poverty of complexion which these foolish, vain Jews 
in their craze after the “modern” sought to hide by these means, 
and which health and vigour and strength gained by natural 
measures and a natural life would have prevented. The result we

Art and Artists. 
IMPERIAL GALLERY OF ART, 


It is through the liberal generosity of Sir Joseph Duveen, in connec- 
tion with the Board of Governors of the Imperial Institute, the Royal 
Commissioners for the Exhibition of 1851, and the Council of the British 
School at Rome, that the current and first Exhibition of Imperial Art 
was made possible. His initiative and interest in the project have borne 
good fruit for, though the exhibition is small, the standard of the work is 
high, and the collection is well chosen and’ varied, representing the 


paintings, drawings, engravings and small sculpture of artists resident in 
this country and the Dominions. 


There are many unusually good paintings by women, notably: “ The 
Girl in White,” by Mrs. Grace Henry, “Ss. Trinita,” by Miss Winifted 
Knights (who, like bey husband, Mr. W. T. Monnington, is a winner of the 
Prit de Rome) and “ A Fruit Luncheon,” by Louise Pickard. The first of 
these is a graceful portrait, sound in drawing and attractive in interpre- 
tation. The second, “Ss. Trinita,” is easily the most interesting work in 
the exhibition. It is unfinished, but if it fulfils its promise Miss Knights 
will have a masterpiece to her credit. Itis a landscape with figures. It 
is painted in great detail and with a fervour which is most unusual nowa- 
days. There is infinite variety in the soft colouring, contradicting the 
first impression of-restraint which is partly due to the unfinished colour- 
less figuresin the foreground. The teeming detail is.carefully subordinated, 
but its beauty at the same time is accentuated by an exquisite delicacy 
of line.- The still life, “A Fruit Luncheon,” has a frosty charm, as if the 
fruit would feel cold to the touch on a crisp spring morning. 


Among the other oils, the following are especially worthy of note : 
“Potato Diggers,” by Paul Henry (I.F.S.), with its decorative use of 
mass and colour; “Brethren of the Coast,” by John Keating (I.F.8.), a 
romantic and sensitive portrait of two men, its picturesqueness weakened 
by slightness of background: “ Night,” by Sir William Orpen ; “ Lake in 
the Hills,” by George A. Reid (Canada), with its poster-vividness ; 
“ Mayo Peasant Boy,” by Patrick Tvohy (I.F.S.), an interesting portrait, 


excellent piece of work. In Mr. W. Rothenstein’s portrait of Colonel 
T. E. Lawrence, one would have expected a more arresting personality ; 
the artist seems to have missed the electric quality of the character 
which is so vibrant in ** Revolt in the Desert.” 


In his generous aid to the Imperial Institute, Sir Joseph Duveen 
follows the ecxample of his father, who was liberal in his giftsin the 
interest of British Art, and who gave the Turner wing of the Tate Gallery 
to the nation,

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—A public service has been performed by the calling of 
attention in your columns to the degrading aspects of the case of the 
minister of the Jewish congregation of Hanley who died without 
having been able to leave his family other than almost destitute. 
The following facts emerge from the circumstances as set forth in 


the statements made by the Chief Rabbi in issuing an appeal for 


help and in the sequel to that appeal: 

1, The majority of congregations in this country pay their 
ministers a salary that admits of nothing being saved. If the 
minister has a family to bring up, it is also evident that he has a 
struggle to make ends meet, apart from the question of ability to be 
provident, 

2. The majority of congregations in this country are, whatever 


be the financial means of a number of the Synagogue members, 


s6 inadequately supported and/or so inefficiently directed that there 
is no provision for pension either of a retiring minister or of his 
widow. 

$. Ifa minister dies in. a congregation like Hanley there is no 
niternative for his widow and children except either to endure 
starvation (actual or educational or both) or to face an appeal ad 
misericordiam to the general public. 

4. If such an appeal is made, even with the authority and 
influence of the Chief Rabbi, it fails. 

lt is due to the Jewish War Memorial to record that it is 
making an attempt to palliate this wretched and disgraceful con- 
dition of affairs. I say “palliate”’ rather than “remedy” because 
even if itsscheme materialises and it secures the co-operation of 
Provincial Congregations, in which direction the response has been 
by no means a ready one, the most that can be expected is an 
approximation in the provinces to the pension arrangements of the 
United Synagogue, and I submit that these are sadly inadequate. 


A minister of the United Synagogue is entitled to retire by. reason 


of age or ill-health with what I understand is a pension amounting 
to 60 per cent. of his salary. 

Let us take a noteworthy case in point. The Rev. J. F. Stern 
is about to retire after forty years of what is admitted, on all sides, 
to have been the most faithful and able service that anv man can 
give to his synagogue and to his community. 

A testimonial, universally admitted to be exceptionally me) ited. 
is being raised in recognition of forty years of brilliant and 
self-sacrificing labour, As I read the figures of the United Syna- 
gogue accounts and as I understand the Pension Scheme of. that 
body, it will be necessary to raise a sum of £4,000 if the interest on 
the amount of the testimonial is going to enable Mr. Stern to retire 
with the ability to live his declining years with his financial! position 
unaffected. 

It isa cruel thing to expect a.minister to contemplate so serious 
a drop in his income or to have to depend upon a public collection 
towards making up the great margin between what he has been 
accustomed to and what he has to face. 

I have no means of testing its validity, but my strong opinion 
is that the difficulty in inducing more men to enter the ministry. 
und (I say it with no desire to offend) more men of the class that we 
require, is partly the poorness of the clerical salary and mostly the 
totally unsatisfactory official provision for the time when the 
ininister Can or may continue his work no longer,

Religious Education Board. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The following is an abstract of the thirty-second annual report of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board : 


The continued decrease in the number of pupils attending the Classes has 
been a matter of great concern for the Board. The decrease is probably due to 
the large numbers of Jewish people who are removing from the Kast End to 
other districts in the Metropolis. Evidence of that may be judged by the 
decline in the number of pupils attending the day schools and the closing of 
some of those schools by the London County Council. The Board feels that if 
this migration of parents to other districts continues, it is the Board’s duty to 
follow the children and extend the area of its operations, in order to give 
these children the benefit of Hebrew and religious instruetion by the open- 
ing of new classes where needed. The average number of pupils ‘on the roll 
at the various classes during 1926 was 3,Jo4 88 against 4,230 in 1995 ib 
decrease of 276. The average attendance last vear was 2.980 as compared 
with 3,243 in 1925. Of the 3,054 children on the roll, 770 are boys and 38.184 
are girls, In addition, there are 333 children attending the Sabbath 
Classes. The Education Committee carefully supervises and controls the 
staffing of the various schools, and where a teacher has resigned a new 
teacher is only appointed if the Committee is satisfied that the numbers 
in attendance warrant such appointment.

“Liberal” Judaism. 


Synagogue Consecrated in North London. 


The consecration service in connection with the opening of |) 
new North London “ Liberal” Synagogue in Belfast Road, Stain ford 
Hill. N.. was held last Friday. Rabbi Dr. 1, Matrruck, who 
declared the Synagogue open for public worship, congratulate. (he 
Minister of the Congregation, the Rev. Maurice L. Perlzweig, and 
the members of the Congregation, upon the completion of the work. 

During the proceedings, addresses were delivered by Dr. Clande 
G. Montefiore (President of the World Union for Progressive Judaism) 
and “the Hon. Lily H. Montagu (President of the North London “ Lit)-raj” 
Synagogue), and the consecration sermon was preached by the itey, 
M. L. Perlzweig. 

Dr. MONTEFIORE said, in the course of his address, that the esta} lish. 
ment of a permanent home, the exchange from a hired hall to a regular 
synagogue of their own, marked a definite stage of progress in the move. 
ment, a real step forward. It was obvious that the hall had a number of 
drawbacks, while the synagogue had a number of advantages. Thc end 
of the hall, the advent of the synagogue, should mean consolidation and 
advance. ‘lenee, he might fitly congratulate North London upon its 
achievement, and repeat that that day was rightly for the North London 
Congregation a day of importance and of joy. But he hoped it was also 
an important day for.“ Liberal” Judaism and for Judaism as a whole, 
* Liberal” Judaism represented to-day, or was to-day, the truest kind or 
type or phase of Judaism to which Judaism, in its long history, had 
vet attained. “Liberal” Judaism was that phase or type or kind 
of Judaism which, today in England and many other = conntries 
of the world, was the kind of Judaism that was most suited for 
larger numbers of Jews and Jewesses. He meant that it was the most 
likely to keep them loyal and true to their religion, most likely to make 
them interested in and keen about public worship, most likely to lead them 
and help them to holy living and to the knowledge and love of God. 
“Liberal” Judaism was not a second best Judaism, offercd as a 
cheap and casy substitute to the slack, the erring, the inditicrent. 
In externals, where principles were not at stake, they offercd what 


was most suitable for the environment, the age, the circumstances. 
If by offering this they could help the slack, the erring and the 
indifferent, and bring wanderers back into the fold, why should 
they not do so? Were they not in so doing performing a service to 


Judaism”? Moreover, the slack and the wandering and the inaillerent 
had become what they were, not wholly by their own fault. The re igions 
fare which had been offered to them had not nourished them. | hese 


hungry sheep “ Liberal” Judaism attempted to feed. So it was surcly an 


important day for Judaism if “ Liberal” Judaism had now obtained and 
secured a permanent footing among the large Jewish population o! \ rth

Jewish Literature in Italy. 
By THE CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

This volume will be welcomed and cherished by the large num- 
ner of those whe venerate the memory of the Founder of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America. It is not, we are assured, in any 
way intended as a memorial to Sabato Morais. “The righteous 
need no monum®@ht "—say the rabbis; “their deeds are their 
monument.” And yet the editors of this volume—Dr. J. H. 
‘jreenstone, assisted by the distinguished pupils (Drs. Cyrus Adler 
and 8. Solis-Cohen) of the author, and his son (Henry S. Morais)-—~ 
‘olt that the world should not be deprived of his numerous writings, 
which had'‘appeared fifty and sixty years ago in local American 
Jewish periodicals. or had reinained unpublished. 

Sabato Morais was an Italian by birth and education, and had 
an unsurpassed knowledge of Italian Jewish literature. 


In this 


volume some of his altogether admirable papers on Sabbethat, 


onolo, Nathan and Immanuel! of Rome, Elias Del Medigo, Azariah 
de Rossi and Haham David Nieto are reprinted. There are shorter 
cketehes on modern Italian Jews—Isaac Artom, Graziadio Ascoli, 
Joseph Almanzi, David Castelli, Rachel Morpurgo, Luigi Luzzatti, 
apd others. In most cases, the author speaks from personal know- 
lodge, and intimate touches abound. Of special appeal are his 
loving tributes to Samuel David Luzzatto and his son Philoxene. 
Sibato Morais was a life-lons friend and helper of Isaiah Luzzatto 
in the collection and publication of his illustrious father’s writings; 
and this volume contains Morais’ translation of S. D. Luzzatto’s 
Introduction to the Pentateuch. Shortly before his death, he pub- 
lished. in 1896, a translation of Luzzea'tto’s Prolegomenato a Grammar 
of the Hebrew Language. This: appeared in the fifth Biennial 
Report of the Jewish Theological Seminary of New. York. The 
econd Biennial Report, in 1890, contained Dr. Morais’ essay 7/v 

in Italy. As these early reports of the Seminary are extremely 
we, much rarer in fact than many manuscripts, it is a pity that at 
east the latter essay was not reprinted in this volume. 

Nothing but praise can be accorded to the extremely. able 
manner in which the editor has discharged his task; and we eagerly 
look forward to the promised further volume that shall contain some 
of Dr. Merais’ contributions to the religious questions and problems 
that agitated American Jewry of his day. Dhese too are sure to 
prove of great interest and lasting value.

About 1,700 families numbering some 9,000 people were provided 
Willi coffee, tea, margarine, sugar, etc, ‘The persons receiving relief were 
of a somewhat different type from the usual applicants at the Soup 
Kitchen, and had been selected on the recommendations of United 
Synhacogue officials and ministers, secretaries and care committees, 
Talmud Torah and scheol teachers and welfare committee workers. .The 
administrative work was carried out by a special committee including 
Mr. John J. Hands (Chairman), Mr. Barrent S. Elis (Hon. Secretary), 
tlie Kev. 8. Blachman, and Messrs. Frank EB. Ellis, Sydney If. Cohen, Ellis 
Josephs and Bernard Spiers.

Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 


Allocation of Grants. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee was held last week at the 
offices of the United Synagogue, St. James's Place. Dr. A. EICHHOLZ, 
©.B.E., the President, was in the chair. 

Mr. I’, D. BENJAMIN, the Treasurer, said that the amounts for alloca. 
tion had been carefully considered by the Secretary and himself, and then 
by the Honorary Officers, and the result of their deliberations was that 
they recommended the following grants to be made: 


Constituent Synagogues: Payswater, £50; Borough, £60: Brixton. £50: 
Central, £50; Dalston, £100; Golders Green, £30 ; Hammersmith, £100 ; North 
London, £100 ; St. John’s Wood, £50; South Hackney, £100; Stoke Newington 
and District, £160.

Non- Provided Schools, £180, 

The total amount allocated for the half-year was £1,750. Thisis £100 
more than last year, due to the special non-recurrent grant received 
by the Union from the Jewish War Memorial. 

Up toa short time ago, the Union had an office for which it used to pay 
£65 ayear, Now the work was done at the residence of the Secretary, 
the Rev. Walter Levin, and in order to cover the expenses thus 
incurred, Mr. Benjamin suggested that they make a grant of £10 a 
quarter. In regard to insurance against claims of | teachers 
under the Workmen's Compensation Act, the Union had gone into the 
matter very carefully and had come to the conclusion that as it was not 
the employer of the teachers it could not accept responsibility. The 
Alliance Assurance Co., would cover the insurance for 5s. Sd. per cent. 
on the amount of salaries and carnings, if the classes themselves wished 
to avail themselves of this. 

The Committee considered a report of a Sub-Committee that bad 
becn appointed for considering the attendances at Hebrew and Religion 
Classes. Mr. D. Sharp, who had acted as Chairman of the Sub-Committee, 
said that a questionnaire had been sent out, and from the replies recetved 
it appeared that in the majority of districts there were few (and in 
several cases no) Jewish children who were entirely without Hebrew and 
Religious instruction. Another step that was being taken in certain 
districts, which the Sub-Committee would recommend generally, was the 
organisation of happy evenings, lantern lectures, ete., for the children. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he would like to see established a League of 
Social Service for dealing with such matters as were contained in the 
report, and for the recruitment of workers. He happened to be associated 
with the New West End Synagogue League of Social Service, and one of 
its functions was to help in the recruitment of children for classes in the 
area in which the League worked. The Bayswater Synagogue was taking 
up the work, and he hoped that other congregations in London would 
follow suit. He would like to see a Union of Jewish Welfare Work for 
London. | 

The draft annual report and accounts were considered and approved. 
It was reported that the annual meeting and conference of the Union 
would be held on Sunday, May 15th, at Jews’ College. Haham Dr. M. 
Gaster will deliver an address and Mrs. 8. H. Emanuel will distribute the 
prizes. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.A., the Director of Jewish Education and 
Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN presented reports of classes visited. It was 
pointed out that some of the children at the Ealing and Acton classes 
attended secondary schools on the Sabbath. It was suggested that 
the Rev. A. Rose, the Minister, be approached and asked to see what 
could be done in the matter. 

Arising out of this, the Rev. I. GoLpsTon, A.K.C., said that children 
attending religion classes should be told about the special facilities offered 
to them when examinations were conducted on Sabbaths and festivals. 
It had come to his knowledge that at an° examination held on the 
Sabbath, about thirty Jewish children were in the examination room,

jot have been caused by a condemnation of the philosopher's meta- 
physical theories, culminating in his pantheistic system. There was 
not a word said in that letter that could have induced any fairly 
»dueated reader to assume that I was judging the qualities Spinoza 
-hould have had as a student” or that I suggested in any way that 
ihe philosopher should have tried to “win the respect of the 
\msterdam Rabbinate,” or to“ get popularity’ at the expense of 
Truth.” That Spinoza as a student was more eager to convey his 
views, and to justify his practices, to those around him than he was 
when he had become a mature philosopher, may be, and, I think, 
-ertainly is, more to his credit than if he had always been secluded 
no his study and treated the outside world with the indifference 
that was so characteristic of him in his later years.

Egg Dishes. 


Scrambled Eggs. 
SCRAMBLED eggs can be varied in many ways. A little chopped 
parsley, a pinch of mixed herbs, or a little grated cheese can be added. 
A couple. of tomatoes skinned and chopped up, and added to the eggs 


when partly cooked, also make a welcome change. 


Scrambled Eggs on Mushrooms, 


Four large mushrooms. Milk, 2 tablespoonfuls. 


Hot buttered toast, 4 rounds. Salt and pepper. 
four egus. butter. 
GRILL the mushrooms or [ry in butter. Sprinkle with salt and 


pepper, and place each on a round of buttered toast and keep hot. Beat 
up the eggs; add the milk, and scason with salt and pepper. Melt a 
little butter in a saucepan, pour in the eggs, and stir over a gentle heat 
until set and creamy. Heap up on the mushrooms and serve at once. 


An Luncheon Dish. 
Grated cheese, 1 tablespoonful. 
Salt and pepper. 


‘Three large potatoes. 
Pix eggs, 
sutter, 1 oz. 

BAKE the potatoes in their jackets until soft; then cut across length. 
wise, and carefully scoop out the potato, leaving the skins intact, Mash 
the potato smoothly with the butter and grated cheese, season highly 
with salt and pepper, and put the mixture back again into the skins, 
Smooth over the top with a knife dipped in milk, and make hot in the 
oven. Poach the eggs neatly, and serve one on top of each half potato. 


Stuffed Eggs. 

Chopped parsley, 1 teaspoonful. 
Salt, pepper. 

Mustard and cress. 


Three hard-boiled eggs. 

Cream cheese, 2 ozs. 

Worcester sauce, 4 teaspoonful. 
Cut the eggs across lengthwise, and remove the yolks. Pound to a 
paste with the cream cheese, sauce and parsley; add salt and pepper to 
taste, and fill the egg cases with the mixture. Arrange on a bed of 


mustard and cress. 


Eggs en Casserole. 

TAKE as many china ramakin cases or small casseroles as are 
required. Put them on a baking sheet, and in each put a small piece 
of butter. Place in the oven until melted, then put in each a teaspoonful 
of tomato sauce, a little chopped parsley, salt and pepper. Carefully 
break an egg into each, put a little butter on top, and bake in a gentle 
oven until the eggs are just set. Serve at once. 

Another way is to grease the ramakin cases, put a teaspoonful of 
creim into each, then carefully break an egg into each. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, put a little more cream on top, and place on a baking 
tin. Half fill the tin with water, and cook in a moderate oven for about 
seven or eight minutes. 


Wireless Sets for the Blind: An Appeal.

The National institute for the Blind has already distributed hundreds 
of wircless sets, and from experience knows that these have not only 
brought endless pleasure to blind people, but have literally changed their 
entire outlook.’ But there are thousands still without sets and to provide 
them funds are urgently needed. 

Thanks to Captain lan Fraser and other members of Parliament. the 
blind do not have to pay for their wireless licences, but a free dog kennel 
is not of great use to one unable to afford a dog! 

Yet the granting of free licences is one step forward: while the pro- 
vision by the National Institute of a Braille Radio Times is another. And 
if your readers will help me, the provision of free wireless sets will soon 
crown with success our several attempts to bring to the blind poor the 
inestimable benefits of wireless. Will they remember that one £5 note 
alone will provide ‘wo blind people with an endless source of happiness 
for the rest of their lives.

held on Tuesday evening, at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 82, Lemay

but also in Poland, the Polish Federation joined the new organisation. 

During this period, 
the Relief Federation had forwarded a sum of close on £3.51 
to a number of congregations and institutions in Poland.

Mr. W. SEIFERT, Speaking in Yiddish, stressed the need of tip 
existence of the Federation and urged them to protest with al! the 
vehemence at their disposal against the treatment to which thei:

Dr. FRANKEL, in the course of his remarks, observed that that was 
the first general meeting of members since the Federation was formed 
four years ago. He also paid a tribute to the work of Mr. A. M. Kaiver, 
the Organising secretary of the Federation of Jewish Relic 
Organisations. 

Mr. D,. CHECHANOWER, also speaking in Yiddish, said that as the- 
Federation was a political body, it was not advisable that it should 
become a collecting agency and thus overlap the existing relief organisa- 
tions. 

Mr. BEN A. SOCHACHEWSK!I urged that the Federation should enlarge 
its programme and unite the whole of Polish Jewry in this country. 

Mr. A. TARLO said that financially the Federation of Polish Jews was 
in a very bad position. . lt was no use telling them that they were present 
on that occasion merely to give their moral support. Politically, however, 
the Federation had fulfilled its obligations. 

Dr. JOCHELMAN, alluding to the statement made by Deputy 1. 
Griinbaum in America, that Poland had 1,000,000 Jews too many, 
said he thought that statement was a most unhappy one. It was, more. 
over, a stereotyped one, so to speak, used by all the anti-Semites in 
Poland. It was, however, a fact that there were too many Jews in 
Poland, and between 65,000 and 80,000 emigrated annually from Poland, — 
even under normal conditions. ‘There was no room for the Jew in 
Poland and there was nowhere for him to go. 

Mr. NUSSBAUM spoke of the brutal treatment to which the Jcws in 
Roumania were subjected, and urged that they should make their yvoues 
heard in protest.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE ” 
wittt 
Rabbi I. B. ZINOBER. 


ABBI IL. B. ZINOBRER. of the Holv Law Synagogue, Man 
chester, has. from his early vouth, manifested the keenest 
interest in the Zionist Movement. In 1921 he founded the 
Mizrachi in Latvia. of which he is a native, and now at the 

semi-jubilee of the Movement he has been delegated by the Central 
Bureau of the Mizrachi in Jerusalem to reorganise and revitalise 
the Movement inthis country. In the course 
of an interview with a representative of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Rabbi said : 

“The programme of the Mizrachi is inscribed 
on two tablets ; on one side is written the Zionist 
programme, namely, the revival of the Jewish 
people on its own land by means of political work 
and colonisation; and on the other the funda. 
mental teaching that the renaissance of the 
Jewish Soul should be in accordance with the 
spirit of the Torah and. Tradition. To the 
Mizrachi-the unity of Israel] is sacred, and it 
aims to see all the energies of the people applied 
in the upbuilding of Fretz Yisrael,

“ The Mizrachists,” continued Rabbi Zinober, “ conscientiously strive 
to fulfil this programme. They work for the Aeren Kayemeth and also to 
bring about the material success of the Aeren Hayesod. They have 
always contributed generously towards the expenses of the Zionist 
Orvanisation. sut this is not all. The Mizrachi justifies its existence, 
because it aims at the religious as well as the National education of our 
children. The schools it has founded and supports in Palestine are 
models of their kind, and its aim is to produce Jews who will take a 
pride in the glory of Judaism. The Mizrachi Organisation has opened 
fifty-three schools in Palestine which provide education for six thousand 
pupils. This is about 40 per cent. of the number of all the schools there. 
Inthe near future it hopes to open an agricultural college, where the 
students will receive a thorough Rabbinic education combined with 
technical teaching. Mr. Ussishkin, at the Mizrachi World Conference at 
Antwerp last August, testified to the remarkable achievements of the 
Mizrachi in the sphere of: educational activity as also in the work of 
colonisation, It has organised workmen's groups, namely the. Mizrach: 
Hacair and the Chalutzi Hamizrachi. Last year a Bank with a capital 
of £50,000 was opened for the purpose of assisting the middle classes. 
The Mizrachi provides for all matters concerning religion by assisting 
financially places of worship in the colonies and by procuring Rabbis and 
Shochetim. 


“A very pleasing and notable feature,” observed Kabbi Zinober, * is 
that the Mizrachi, which was founded twenty-five years ago by a small 
number of prominent Rabbis and orthodox Zionists, has now become a 
strong organisation with several hundred branches throughout the Jewish 
communities and has a membership of several hundred thousand. Famous 
Rabbis and men of science are at the head of the Movement. The 
Mizrachi has even influenced orthodox Jews who have been standing 
aloof from the Zionist programme, and they are now taking an active part 
in the rebuilding of Palestine.” 

* What work is the Mizrachi doing in England?” the Rabbi was asked. 
“Well,” he replied, “I must say that in England the Mizrachi has 
weakened considerably in the course of the last few years. Thejposition 
is the same in London as in the provinces. 


“To be fair,” added Rabbi Zinober, *“‘the Mizrachi idea does live 
among the general masses of people, here as elsewhere, who are tradi- 
tionally inclined, and who are interested in the rebuilding of Palestine. 
Therefore, | am very hopeful of seeing a revival in the Mizrachi Move- 
ment in England in the near future. We thust have more propaganda 
among the masses by means of mass meetings and particularly by sermons 
in the synagogues. We must also set up a central Bureau with paid 
officials in London, and branches in some of the larger provinces. It 
would also be very advisable if our young Mizrachi would not segregate 
themselves into a separate group. On the contrary, it would help matters 
if they worked side by side with their elders. We cannot afford the 
luxury of separate institutions.” 

Rabbi Zinober concluded his remarks by saying “ that a strengthening 
of the Mizrachi Movement in England would be a great victory not only 
in the efforts to rebuild Palestine by furthering the activities of the 
Keren Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth and the maintenance of the 
Mizrachi schools in Palestine, but would also be the means of infusing a 
new spirit of life into our Orthodox ranks. The spirit of the Mizrachi 
Movement should do more to stem the tide of Reform and religious 
indifference than the best and finest préachers.”

command was a greater act of faith than the cry to Heaven agains! '}\ 
evemy atthe rear. It replaced the murmurings of a people entrapped in 
the wilderness (as Pharaoh thought), by the willingness ofa people, waited 
to follow where faith alone could lead. To nothing but faith could th: 
going forward offer a possibility of escape, much less a triumph over th 
apparently overwhelming forces that pursued them. Nor is this Divine 
direction to go forward confined to the miraculous events recorded in t):i- 
chapter. Weare constantly being brought face to face with plain but 
difficult duties. And only one direction is vouchsafed to us, and that 
“go forward.” ‘ God.” it, has been well said, “often opens His hand by 
one finger at a time.” 

But, if we go forward on the road which He has shown us, it wil 
never prove a blind alley. The mountains will part as we come «ile 
near to What looked like their impassable wall, Some narrow gorge wi 
open, wide enough for our passage, though not wide enough to lx 
perceived before we are quite close to it. The seas will divide just as ov 
feet touch their waters, and we shall find ourselves, to our own intcn+ 
surprise, crossing on dry land. The miracle that led Israel with Moses 
into the wilderness over the Red Sea is repeated forty years later wien 
they cross the Jordan with Joshua. So are these ancient wonder

“The work of My hands 
is drowning in the sea,” He exclaimed, “and ye would sing a song to Me!” 
\ medieval authority accordingly explains that the Halle/ is abbreviated 
during the latter part of the Festival as evidence that it is not to gloat 
over the destruction of our fellow-creatures, but to express gratitude to 
God for delivering us from merciless tyrants, that we exultingly join in 
the Shirah on Passover. 

Vrofessor Driver has written of Exodus xv, “ The ode of triumph is 
one of the finest products of Hebrew poetry, remarkable for poetic fire 
aud spirit, picturesque description, vivid imagery, quick movement, effec- 
tive parallelism, and bright, sonorous diction.”. No one who is able to 
read it in the Hebrew can fail to be stirred by its power and the depth of 
fccling that throbs in its lines. 

Josephus has the statement, “Moses also Composed a song to God, 
containing his praises, and a thanksgiving for His favour, in hexameter 
verse (Antiquities I1., xvi, 4). Modern Biblical scholars have devoted 
nich attention to the metre of this ode, but no two seem to be able to 
agrec on a system. It is impossible to fit the Hebrew into regular strophes 
without doing considerable violence to the text; and it is more probable 
that a spontaneous outburst of adoration, which gave vent to the pent-up 
feelings of a people rescued from a seemingly hopeless situation, would 
hot be expressed in strict metrical form. 

the introductory phrase, “Then sang Moses and the children of 

issu)” provided the old Rabbinic commentators with food for considera. 
tion. llow was it done? If Moses composed the hymn immediately after 
the overthrow of the Egyptians, how could the Israelites have sung it! 
lo assume with Ibn Ezra that Moses indited the poem and taught it to 
the Israelites would rob it of its spontaneity. The Midrash Tanchwma 
aintuins that the words merely mean that Moses sang the ode on behalf 
ot timself and the people. In the Talmud we have other conjectures put 
forward.

Vindication of 


Plea' for Careful Investigation. 


Mr. Basil Alexander, President of the organisation known as the 
Sons of Roumania, has addressed a letter to the New York TIMES, in 
which he pleads for a more careful consideration of the allegations 
against Roumania in her dealings with the Jews. He says that all the 
accusations are vague, and that most of the disturbances are due to the 
actions of agitators and partly to the passivity of the Jews themselves, 
who hope to enlist the support of their powerful brethren in foreign 
countries. Mr. Alexander goes on to say that the Jews and Roumanians 
for the most part, live happily together, and that many of the rich Jews 
of Roumania to-day found refuge in- that country from persecution. He 
concludes by stating that the problem is bound up with post-war 
reconstruction, physical and mental, and that a little goodwill on both 
sides would adjust the position quite satisfactorily. 


The New Jewish Emigration Organisation. 
- — 
Its Objects and Methods. 


The programme of activities of the new unified Jewish emigration 
organisation, the Hias-Ica-Emigdirekt, has been explained by Mr. Louis 
Oungre, the Manager of the Ica. In view of the increased restrictions on 
immigration, he said, the Jewish organisations must establish closer 
contact with immigrants and emigrants, so that useless voyages and 
unnecessary suffering might be saved. 

The “ Hicem,” as the new organisation is to be called, will establish 
a kind of Jewish Emigration Trust, a central emigration bureau to deal 
with all the vital problems of emigration. Inquiries will be made into 
the possibilities in new countries of immigration and conversations carried 
on with the respective Governments. The settling of emigrants and the 
adoption of protective measures, shelters in immigration ports, employ 
ment bureaus and loan offices, are some of the activities that will occupy 
the new organisation. In addition, intending settlers will be. prepared 
for life in the new countries of their choice by being taught the language 
and the trade they propose to follow. 

In conclusion, Mr. Oungre added that while assisting movements of 
Jewish migration, the new organisation considers the control and regula 
tion of migration movements to be essential. The Ica is to continue 
its present work of colonisation and technical instruction in Eastern 
Europe. It will bring considerable experience and influence with Govern- 
ments of various countries to] the work of the new organisation, and will 
place at its disposal the lands on its colonies in South America and 
Canada. 


Shechita in Norway. 


Prohibition Move Defeated. 


[From our Correspondent. | OSLO. 


The Norwegian Cabinet has arrived at ajdecision on the question of 
prohibiting Shechita in Norway. The President of the Council of 
Ministers by this casting vote defeated the proposal of the Minister of 
Agriculture, that only the Christian method of slaughtering cattle should 
be permitted. The voting resulted in five Ministers being against 
the prohibition of Shechita and four in its favour. The five Ministers 
who opposed the proposition carried a motion giving the King the right to 
authorise methods of slaughtering cattle other than that practised by the 
Christian population, and thus permitting the practice of Shechita. 


German Anti-Semite Sentenced. 


Foreign Minister Accused. 


Dr. Mueller, the anti-Semitic publisher and lawyer, who has been 
standing his trial at Plauen on a charge of libel brought against him by 
Dr. Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, has been sentenced to a hundred 
-days’ imprisonment or a fine of 10,000 Marks. Dr. Mueller had accused 
Dr. Stresemann of being concerned in cases of financial corruption 
connection with alleged criminal business dealings conducted by a Russian 
Jew named Litvin, in whose firm, he alleged, Dr. Stresemann is financially 
interested. Dr. Stresemann, in the course of the hearing, paid a warm 
tribute to the sterling character of Litvin, whom he descibed as an honest 
and upright man.

Austria and the‘ Jews. 
Prime; Minister's Assurance. 


| From our Correspondent, | VIENNA. 

The Austrian Prime Minister, Dr. Seipel, has made a statement 
repudiating on behalf of his Government the charge of anti-Semitism 
made against it. The Jews of Austria have been expressing alarm 
recently at the Sloe concluded by the Government parties with the 
extreme anti-Semitic Hakenkreuzier Organisation in connection with the 
parliamentary elections now in progress. The Prime Minister said that 
the bloc is intended only for the purpose of establishing a unity of front of 
all the parties which stand for the rights of private property as against 
the programme of the Socialist Parties, and does not in any way signify 
the adoption of an anti-Semitie programme by the Government. “ As long 
as lam Premier,” Dr. Seipel said, “everyone may rest assured that I 
shall see to it that all citizens enjoy equal rights before the law, 
irrespective of their race or creed. No one and nothing will ever be able 
to move me from the side of justice and equality.” 


The Schwarzbard Case. 
Death of Prominent Witness. 


The death has taken place at the age of forty-two, at Prague, of 
Professor Viadimir Koval, a prominent Ukrainian nationalist, who was 
one of the witnesses against Shalom Schwarzbard. During the examina. 
tion of witnesses, Professor Koval asked Mr. Peyre, the Examining 
Magistrate trying the case, to call a number of prominent Jews in order 
to prove that he (Professor Koval) was in 1921 conducting negotiations 
with them on behalf of Petlura for the purpose of organising a pronaganila 
movement to counteract the pogrom agitation in the Ukraine. 


Jewish Colonisation in Russia.

Report of the “ Comzet.”’

MOSCOW, 


A detailed report, covering the period October, 1925, to January, 
1927, has just been issued by thé Government Commission for Jewish 
Land Settlement in Russia, the “Comzet.” The report states that during 
this time 44,044 hectares of land were allocated in Northern Crimea for 
the settlement of 1,260 Jewish families. In addition, 20,296 hectares 
were consolidated for the use of 638 families who settled in these regions 
before the State started the allocation of land in the Crimea for Jews. 

The State assigned a million roubles during 1926 for the work of the 
“Comzet ” and of this, 454,000 roubles was spent in the Ukrainian colonies, 
120,000 roubles in White Russia, 25,000 roubles in the Province of Homel, 
6,000 roubles in Azerbaidjan, 70,000 roubles for the purchase of agricultural 
machinery and. $25,000 roubles for providing building materials through 
the agency of the Jewish Colonisation Society, “ Ozet.” 

Transmigration orders were issued during 1926 to 5,054 families, and 
3,566 families settled in the Ukraine during the past year.

The Marranos of Portugal.

The Crisis in Palestine. 


By 8. SCHWARTZ. 


We publish this article, with ils extremely serious state- 
ments and even graver implications, with all reserve. 
The writer is an inhabitant of Jerusalem, and is there- 
fore aware of conditions from inside experience. It will 
he observed that he expresses no fear about Palestine 
being able to. overcome its present plight. We further 
refer to this article in a Leading Note. 


\ll Palestine is groaning under the weight of a terribly grave 
-conomie erisis, Which has long oppressed the country. With the sole 
«ception of the orange trade, business is at a standstill. Many concerns 
+o ipa state of crisis, and a large number have been totally ruined. The 
bic “Manor” textile factory scheme is dead. Industrial enterprises 
which have existed for years have suspended work or reduced production. 
A number of business premises and shops. especially in Tel-Aviv, are 
standing empty. Business men are complaining that they are not earning 
anvthing. The school teachers have received no salaries for the past 
three months, As many as 7,000 workers are unemployed and ave living 
as best they can on the dole given them by the Zionist Executive 
twenty-five piastre a week for an unmarried worker, and fifty piastre for 
once who bas a wife and family. ‘lhere are, in addition, 10,000 middle- 
class families in the country who are not carning anything. In order to 
assist these, the Jewish communal organisations have intensified their 
relief activities as in the years immediately following the British occupa. 
tion of Palestine. Ever since the fourth Alvah (middle-class immigration 
movement) collapsed, 

EVERYTHING HAS BEEN GOING WRONG. 


It is difficult tosay where exacted the fault lies and what the conse. 
quences will be. The Chassidic Colonies, “ Nachalath Jacob,” and 
* A\vodath Israel,” are alsoin difficulties and have added to the crisis. 
‘The position of the Agudath Israel colony, “ Machaneh Israel,” is no better, 
There is no money anywhere, not in the towns, nor in the villages, 
Everybody is in debt, and taxation is heavier than ever. 

What is at the bottom of it’ The fact is that there has not been 
cnough money brought into Palestine. Of course, there are many other 
important causes. The Government is not giving any backing to the 
industry of the country and that is the. reason why the industry of 
Palestine is in so feeble acondition. The Jewish population is not buying 
the products of the country and prefers to import its goods. ‘Too many 
houses were builtin the beginning and too many shops were opened, 
‘The people who went into the colonies were not really suitable. The 
manufacturers did not conduct their affairs on proper business lines, 
There was a lack of expert guidance. One could go on enumerating the 
causes, but the most important cause of all is the shortage of funds, 

itis nothing to be surprised at. Palestine, like every other new 
country, can do nothing without big sums of money, large invest- 
ments of capital. Of course, mistakes are mistakes ; and there have 
becn many mistakes committed in the process of the Jewish colonisation 


of Palestine. But if all these mistakes were rectified and all the diffi- 


culties due to them were removed, there would still be crisis after crisis 
in Valestine. For in the course of a year Palestine receives a sum of 
about one or two million pounds, when the work of colonisation requires 
at least five, if not ten, million pounds a year. Did not the Zionist 
Orcanisation itself estimate in 1920 that for the next tive years it would 
be necessary to spend : 

AT LEAST £25,000,000 


on colonisation, at the rate of £5,000,000 per year’ And we know in the 
SIX yoars which have elapsed, the Keren Hayesod and the Jewish Nationa] 
lund together have managed to raise not more than an cighth of this sum. 

Of course, if the Government had acted in regard to Jewish colonisa- 
tion as it should have done in accordance with the terms of the Mandate, 
oreven in accordance with the sense of justice, if it had provided land for 
colonisation, if it had maintained our schools, hospitals, etc., the position 
would have’ been much easier. But at present, when we have to carry 
on the whole of the colonisation work at our own expense, we must have 
huge funds at our disposal and, if the money is not forthcoming we shall 
have crisis after crisis in Palestine. ‘ounting from the time of the 
British Occupation, we are now having our third crisis. We shall get 
Over this crisis as we got over the others, although we must admit that 
it is the worst we have had. But the question is how to prevent another 
crisis coming after this. And to this question there is only one answer;

Land of Israel News in Brief. | 


Sin EDWARD JOHN RusseLL, the famous agricultural chemist, has 
arrived in Palestine, which he is visiting, at the invitation of the Govern- 
ment, to carry out a soil analysis for the purpose of preparing a scheme 
for the use of artificial fertilisers inthe country. Sir Edward is delivering 
a lecture on biochemical soil problems at the Hebrew University this week. 


THE Jewish National Council of Palestine (Vaad Leumi) has decided 
to establish at the Hebrew University,a chair in the Ethics of Judaism, 
which will be known asthe “Abad Ha’am” Chair. An annual prize 
will be given for an essay on the subject. 

Ture Jewish National Assembly of Palestine (Asefath Hanivcharim) 
will hold its next annual session here on June 7th. The Asefat, Haniv- 
charim, which was recognised in 1920 by Sir Herbert Samuel during his 
High Commissionership as the representative organ of the Jews of 
Palestine, will consider the report of the Vaad Leumi, the Executive 
Council of the Assembly. Colonel Kisch will also report to the Assembly, 
on behalf of the Zionist Executive, on the present political situation of 
the Zionist Movement. 


A CALL for a world protest against the persecution of Hebrew in 
Soviet Russia has been issued by the Conference of Palestine Authors 
just opened at Tel-Aviv. The Conference has adopted a formal resolution 
protesting against the persecution of Hebrew in Soviet Russia, and asking 
all cultural organisations in Palestine and abroad to join with it in its 
protest. 

FOLLOWING the example of the Jerusalem Jews, Jewish b/ocs have 
been established for the municipal elections in all the towns of Palestine. 
In this way the Jews are everywlicre presenting a united front and

‘ There are other shortcomings with which we, asan orthodox congregation, are 
rnore vitally concerned. Unless these can be remedied in the near future, there 
appears to be no alternative to the establishment of an independent Aasher 
reat supply to satisfy our requirements and those of other congregations, whose 
co-operation for this object is expected.”

Sth inst., has deemed 
it necessary to express rather strong, and as it happens, in the circun 


stances, wholly unjustifiable views regarding the method at present 
employed in casting animals previous to slaughter by Shechita 

The introduction of any new method of casting. even on a tentative 
experimental basis, obviously involves a variety of complicated issy 
and I would therefore appeal to Mr. Weinberg and his friends, when 
pressing the claims of the new apparatus, to restrict themselves to a 
presentation of the merits of the new machine. and to refrain from 
unfounded attacks upon the method at present so widely employed. 


I do not propose to discuss the new apparatus here, but [ can fully 
appreciate Mr. Weinberg's sense of disappointment at the scerming delay 
in its adoption; but [ would have him and his friends bear in mind tha’ 
the mere procedure of labelling a new machine “humane” does not 
necessarily, automatically, justify the assumption that the present 


method, in spite of its imperfections, does not fall within the category of 
this much-abused term.

‘ are hosts of interested partics, not 
always with the highest of motives, who are ready to snatch with avidity 
any and every opportunity that may be altlorded them for an attack upon 
the Jewish method of slaughter. 


The justification of Shech:ta is based on firm, scientific fact Jews 
can take a pride in having introduced and maintained throughout the 
ages a method of slauchtering animals that, from the humanitarian view 

point, has never been excelled. If, in a practical, workable way, the 
preliminary procedure of casting can be itnproved, Mr. Weinberg, and any 
other enthusiastic inventor, can rest assured that we Jews will be in the 
forefront in advocating its adoption.

Auntie’s Chat. 


One of the most dramatic episodes in our history is that which is 
told in the portion to be read in the synagogue on the Seventh Day ot 
Passover, the crossing of the Red Sea. In epic language the Bible 
tells us of the great happening, and the story moves with tremendous 
power. The tenth plague had spread dismay among the Egyptians 
and they had let the people of Israel go, nay they had urged them to 
leave, heaping them with treasures to expedite the departure of a 
people that had brought so many calamities upon them. But the 


“doom of the persecutors was not complete. The final blow had yet to 


fail. 
THE LURE. 


Realisation of the loss of this band of serfs, that had been so 
useful, was not slow to penetrate to the palace of Pharaoh. When 
smitten by the last plague the Egyptian rulers were only too eager to 
be rid of the Israelites. But on the morrow they began to ask them- 
selves whether they had not been foolish. “What is this we have 
done,” they asked themseives, ‘that we have let Israel go from serv- 
ing us?” And it seemed such an easy task to recapture the fugitives, 
They seemed to be trapped between the neck of the Red Sea and the 
desert. There was noescape. But that position had been specially 
selected to lure the Egyptians Gh. It was what we should call 
nowadays a piece of military strategy. A good general is one who 
forces his opponent to give battle where he wants him, and the more 
he can make his foe believe he is in difficulties the more likely is the 
enemy to come on. Thatis just what happened here. “They are 
entangled in the land,” the Egyptians exultingly exclaimed, “the 
wilderness hath shut them in!” Pharaoh was taking nochances. He 
marshalled every available man, he put into the fleld every available 
chariot, and it was ah imposing array that drew after the Israelites, 
much more mobile than the latter, encumbered with their women and 
children, and as the dust rose from the chariot wheels and the 
Israelites saw from afar the pursuing host their hearts sank within 
them. 

TREPIDATION. 
- What hope had they againstsuch a mighty army? They 
yet realised Moses’ gifts as a leader, they did not yet appreciate the 
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fact that they were under the guidance of a still greater leader—God 
Himself. Loud were their protests. Were there no graves in Fe, pt? 
they cried. better to have died there than perish miserably in the 
desert. Moses reassured them. If anyone was to die it would not be 
the Israelites. ‘Fear ye not,” he said. “Stand still and see the 
salvation of the Lord which He will work for you to-day. For the 
igyptians whom ye have seen to-day ye $iall sec them again po more 
forever, The Lord shall fight for you and ye shall hold your peace.” 
GO FORWARD, 


And Moses prayed. He prayed hard. He knew that God was 
with them, but he had yet to learn how it would all work out. And 
then the me sSsace came to him. it was a time not for prayer but for 
action. ‘ Wherefore criest thon unto Me, speak unto the children of 
Israel that they go forward!” Go forward. Yes, but whither?’ Into 
the sea” Into the barren desert’ And wold not the Egyptians see 
their every movement’? No, they could move freely unobserved. <A 
smoke screen hid them from view. A sand storm—so we may conccive 
the pillar of cloud - raged between the rival hosts, and that same wind 
drove back the tide and made a passage possible across the gulf. 
“ And the children of Israel went into the midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground,” 

SEEING I8 BELIDVING, 

They reached the opposite shore. So far so good. But the way 
they bad gone the Egyptians could go too. Fear still assailed the 
Israelite hosts, for the cloud had lifted, their whereabouts were now 
known, and the Egyptians came after them. But the mobility that 


had brought Pharaoh’s army within reach of the Israelites now proved . 


a snare. The chariots could traverse the hard surface of the dry desert 
but it was another thing to drive these heavy vehicles through the 
soft sand of the Sea of Reeds. They drove heavily, upto the axles. 
The tide would not remain back for ever. Panie seized the Egyptians. 
* Let us flee from the face of Israel,” they cried, “ for the Lord lighteth 


for them against the Egyptians.” Ah, they had begun to realise Who 
was the real General of the Israelites! But now retreat was 
impossible. The chariots were stuck. The horses piunged. In vain 
their drivers used whip and spur. ,imexorably the sea flowed back, 
and soon the whole of that mighty host was po more. The Israelites 
watched and wondered. But it was not until the dead bodics of the 
Egyptians began to be washed up upon the shore that they were fully 
convinced that all danger was over. ‘They broke forth into that 
great song of thanksgiving: “I will sing unto the Lord for He hath 
triumphed glorious!y : the horse and his rider hath He thrown into 


the sea.” The salvation of the Lord was complete!
